that private employers would not be able to jar them loose | 


from these public jobs to work for them. 


Apparently they succeeded in getting the President to | 
lean towards this view, although he did assure labor repre- | 


sentatives that if the effect of such a low wage policy on re- 


lief work should have a tendency to lower generally wages | 
that he would then raise the wages to the prevailing level in| 


whatever locality it worked out that ‘way. 
Now this low-wage plan is about ready to start on a 


number of projects of the class listed as coming under the | 
low wage schedule adopted for that class. As these low wage | 


standards threaten to wreck established wage standards, 


wherever a project under the low wage standard is in oper- | 


ation it is natural that organized labor not only should make 
a protest but almost inevitabe that organized workers point 
blank should refuse to work for such low wages. It is re- 


ported they are actually striking or ready to strike against | 
the introduction of such low wages in various localities. | 


Why shouldn't they refuse to work? Why shouldn't they 
strike? It threatens to ruin their present living standards. 
Why should they not oppose it? 


These ‘Big Stick’’ gangsters, who have always reserved 


the right to defy and oppose the government to the last | 


ditch, whenever they could not have their own way, have 
been so generally accustomed to having the government help 
them put over most anything they wanted, that they are now 
fairly howling with rage and wanting to know, whether or- 
ganized labor is the power that runs the government or the 
elected officials at Washington are doing it. 

To put it the way they are putting it is dodging and 
evading the issue. What is really beginning to worry the 
unseen power behind the throne of governmental control is 
that labor is beginning to have considerable power and in- 
fluence at court and is likely to have a whole lot more to 
say there in the future, while they themselves are losing out. 


Well may those of the “Big Stick” tribe worry. They 
are seeing labor organize and become more powerful from 
day to day. Yes, labor has increased its membership by move 
than a million at a time when eleven million workers have 
been continuously unemployed, except for what govern- 
ment relief work they had. 

Labor is actually starting to move in the direction of 
coming into its own. The more rapidly and the more com- 
pletely labor accomplishes this the better will it be for every- 
body concerned. Those who have been using the govern- 
ment all these years for their own private ends now see a 
new power in the form of organized labor coming to the 
front. This should be cause for general rejoicing. 

What we need most of all at the present time is a gov- 
ernment of labor, by labor and for labor, for such a govern- 
ment would in reality be a “government of the people, by 
the people and for the people,” for the simple reason that the 
vast majority of our people earn their living by working, 
hence labor's cause is their cause. 

Let the American people be glad that at last labor can 
get a hearing at Washington, even though it be a rather 
modified and incomplete one. It has not always been so. 


The tendency everywhere, in all countries of the world, | 


seems to be more and more in just this direction. 
Britain and all her colonies labor parties are leading parties 
and nearing the majority stage. The same is true in many of 


the countries of Europe and in. those exceptions where the | 
mailed fist of imperialism temporarily has crushed the estab- 
lished labor movement no one can say how soon a complete 
reversal will change all that back to a greater degree of de- 
mocracy and labor control than any of the present-day fascist- 
ruled countries ever experienced in the past.

Firmly declaring its opposition to 
war as a method of settling the dis- 
pute between Italy and _ Ethiopia, 
the executive council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, in session 
in Atlantic City, urged President 
Roosevelt to take part in the media- 
tion proceedings between the gov- 
ernments of the two countries and 
use all his influence to prevent the 
threatened outbreak. 

The council also recommended 
that workers everywhere voice their 
protests “against war preparations |

3. That competent managerial 
ability and technical skill are avail- 
able to operate the existing produc- 
tion plant. Does this mean that the 
production of goods of an _ inferior 
quality is a result of business prac- 
tice and not due to inferior machin- 
ery and skill? 

4. That the existing production 
plant has never been used to its 
capacity.
